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WOODMAN SPARE THAT REE 


We were reminded of the proverb "Can't _ 


see the woods for the trees" by a con- 
servation item heard on the radio re~ 
cently. The general idea was that good. 
conservationists didn't allow their 
forests to contain too many large trees, 
but cut them to harvest the lumber and 
speed the growth of smaller trees so 
that they could be harvested in their 
turn. . No exceptions were mentioned; 
so we were given the impression that 

’ Butano, Calaveras and other forests of 
large trees are included, . : 


Now we all need lumber and more of it, . 


but conservationists must distinguish 


clearly between forests for production, — 


and forests for recreation and inspi- 
ration through Nature's mightiest living 
things. Othervrise we shall lose our 
battles to those who know definitely 
what they want from the forests--more 
dumber e 

A Forest Conservation film was shown 
to the Conservation Committee at its 
last meeting through the courtesy of 
Crown Zellerbach Company. Times have 
improved indeed when large wood-consum— 
_ing companies put out such good pleas 
for conservation, in which erosion con} 
trol and water storage are given their 


proper place as functions of the forests. 


But here. again the trees are more impor- 
_ tant than the preservation of the 
natural forest, a natural and sensible 
point of view for a lumber company, but 
the audience is left with the idea that 
all forests are tree factories, There 
is growing and effective support for ~ 
such type of conservation, and we need 
the efficient management on our commer- 
cial lands, But the tiny fraction of 
our forests which is-reserved for us. to 
see what Nature can do when she has a 
million years to produce a forest will 
need all the support conservationists 
can give to keep it "unimproved",
